the Devils themſelves, 
as Sc. Luke teſtifies 4.41, 
An1l the Dewvils allo 
came out of many, cry 
ing, and laying, Thos art 
CHRIS I :be Son of God, 
So that if the Promiſe 
reſpected only the Cor 
feffeon, in-al-much as the 


Devils in St. Luke made 
the /ame Confeſſion , as 


St. Peter in St. Matthews, 
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Goſpel ; it follows, then 
that the Pro niſe was as 
much made to the De- 
vils Confeſſton, as to St. 
Peter's. Bat this being 
an Impicty to affirm, as 
well as an ill conſe- 
quence, that tends to 
Build the Church: as 
much upon the Devits, 
as upon St. Peter. And 
there being no way 1ma- 
inable to avoid this Ab- 
Fedity, but to make a 
Differeace between the 
Perſons of the Apoſtle, 
and of the Devils, who 
both made the /ame Con- 
feſſion. It remains of ne- 
ceſſity, that the Prowiſc 
A 4 re-

regards the Perſon of 
St, Peter, and not his 
Do#rine alone. And that 
by conſequence we can | 
never be aſſur'd of the 
DottrinalSucceſſion With. 
out the Perſonal, nor of | 
the Means of having St, 
Feter's Doctrine del:

2 double Inſtance of 
this i» Fat. One of 
the Competition be- 
tween the Eye and the 
Ear from the New T eſt a- 
ment, and the other of 
the Ear and the Torch 
from the Old Teftament. 
For our Bleſſed Lord ap- 
pearing after his Reſur- 
A 6 redion 
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reftion to St. Mary Mag- 
dalen in the ſhape of a 
Gardiner , S. Foha 20, 
I 5, 16. She ſuppoſing him 
to have been the Gardi- 
ner, fays unto him, Sir 
if thow haſk born him 
hexce, tell me where thou 
haſt laid him, and I wil 
take him away. Where, 
while ſhe us'd the Popu- 
lar Argument of Se»ſe, 
and believed her own 
Eyes, ſhe denied her $4 
viowr, for want of uſing 
the proper Senſe of Faith; 
Bur it follows, JESUS 
ſays nnto her, Mary, and 
then her Faith came by 
Hearing,and ſhe Immedi-

ately t#Þn'd her ſelf, and 


ſays anto him, Rabboni, 


which 1s to ſay, Maſter, 
The other Inſtance is in 
Geneſis 27. 21, 22, 23. 
Where Dim Iſaac lays 
to Jacob(who was Dreſt 
in the Rough Cloaths of 
E/au,) Come near, 1 pray 
thee, that T may feel thee, 
my Son, whether thou be 
my very Son Elau,or not :

For as it follows, He diſ- 
cern'd him not becauſe his 
Hands were Hairy, as his 
Brother Elau's Hands. 
To proceed then to ap- 
ply both theſe to the 
preſent Caſe. If St.Mary 
Magdalens Sight was de- 
eelv'd, ſo that ſhe could 
not diſtinguiſh between 
our Bleſſed Lord and 
a Gardiner; if Iſaacs 
Touch(which we _ 

uſe 
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uſe of, as a certainer 
Senſe,to corrett theSight 
in many Caſes) was de- 
ceived, ſo that he could 
not diſtinguiſh Tacob 
from E/aw: What hin- 
ders, but that- our Sight 
and our Touch may bein 
like manner deceived, 
m rot diſtinguiſhing our 
Lords Body from a Wa- 
fer in the Bleſſed Sacra- 
ment.? Or why may not 
our Lord appear, it he 
pleaſes under the Form 
of a Wafer, as well as of 
a Garaizer ; 'and le hid 
under o0:her C/oaths than 
kis Own, as Jacob did in 
Eſas's?

ty Word, which was able 
in the firſt Creation to 
make Ai Things out of 
Nothing, 1s much more 
able in the Daily Conſe- 
cration,to make lis Os 
Boay 
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Body out of Any Thing. 
[ would gladly be in- 
form'd of ſuch as bound 
their Faith with their 
Stzht, and will Believe 
no more then they /ze, 
If they had converſed 
with our Bleſſed Lord 
upon Earth , whether 
they would have belic- 
ved his Divine Nature ?

Or it they 
will ſay, that this Argu- 
ment from their Sexes

| two Cafes againſt the 


Deity of the Sox, and of 
the Holy Ghoſt ; then 
mult they be forced to 
admit , that the ſame 
Argument holds not a- 
gainft thetruth of Chrifts 
Body in the Bl:ſſed Sa- 
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crament. For why 1s not 
a Wafer as like God, asa 
Man, or a Dove, or 
Tongues Of Fire? If it 
be ſaid, that there 15 no 
Mark of Difference, or 
outward Diſtinction be- 
tween a Conſecrated Wa- 
fer, and an Un-conſecra- 
zed one; I demand 
what Mark of Diffe- 
rence or Outward Di1- 
ſtinftion there was be- 
tween the Holy Ghoſts 
Dove, and another Dove; 
or between the Perſon 
of our Bleſſed Lord, and 
that of any o:her Man ?
